TOSSED BY AN ELEPHANT. 



Empress Piinisiiint; an Atten- 
dant for Stcaliiiff lici- Iluy. 

Slic Waits until lio is Asloop 
aud then Pivks liiui up wilii 
lierlTrunk and liurls liiin 
' ' A'gaiiist a Tent Pole. 

A Philadelphia tele*ram says: Em- 
press, the big ijerforuiiiig elephant of 
O'Brien's cifcuR, which is now e.xliibit- 
ing at Broad and Dickinson streets, add 
ed another victitu to her already long 
list" early" this morning. The injured 
man is John Kimberline, about LO 
years old, whose home i.s in Alloona. 
Ho had "been travelling with the circus 
during the season as a helper around 
the cook house. At about 3 p. m. 
Trainmaster Hall, who has charge of 
the circus grounds duiing the night, 
was startled by hearing cries for help 
coming from the menagiTie tent. Tlie 
cries could only be hijard at intervals, 
as they were drowned by the loud 
trurapetings of the elephants and the 
roars and bowls of the other animals. 
Hall ran to the tent at the top of his 
speed, but when he reached there the 
din had almost entirely ceased. The 
elephants had been quiiited by their 
trainer, Mr. Uolloy, and the lion cages 
had been closed. When tlie voice.T of 
the ariinials had beffi liuslied ihe voice 
of a man was heard calling feebly: 
"Oh, Mr. Colley, sav;e lue!" 
The voice, was found to come from a 
limp mass of humanity lying in a heap 
at one side of the tent. It was young 
Kimberlinp. An ambulance was sum- 
moned, and he was taken to the Penn- 
sylvania Hospital, where Dr. Sheeber 
found that he had sustained severe in- 
ternal, injuries. He was unconscious 
dajin'g 'the day, and to-night the phy.si- 
cian refused to say whether he would 
recover or not. lie .said, however, that 
there were io'lications of peritouitis, 
which made the case more dungerous. 
From Btatemeitfcs made by Kimberline 
and one or two other men in the tent 
at the time, it as ascertained that the 
animal had attacked Kimberine in a 
spirit of revenjic Kinibcr'in;: had come 
from the cooking room liite nt iii^lii, 
intending to sleej) there iii.sti;ad of go- 
ing to the cars on Wiishinglon avenue. 
The elephant was chained to a stake 
in the centre of the tent. When the 
young cook crawled under the canvas 
elephant was lying down, ap|)arently. 
fast asleep. Near her was a pile of hay 
Kimberline stole quietly up in the l)ay, 
gathered an armful and made a bed 
under the lion's cage. His inoveinents 
had evidently been watched by the ele- 
phant, for when the young man had 
fallen into a sound a gloep, Empress 
quietly rose to her feet, measured the 
length of her chain, and finding that it 
would nut permit her to reach tlie 
young man, she deliberately pulled the 
stake to which the chain was attached 
out of the gtound. She then walked to 
.•w.hjere.the^purloiner of her provender 
was lying, and wrapping her trunk 
around the middle of his body hurled 
him.across the tent. His body was 
thrown against a heavy tent pole, aiul 
as he fell to the ground he screanied 
lustily for Mr. Colley. When the ele- 
phant beard tliis .,uaine she stopped 
abort, and with a look of fear gathered 
lip. her ha.y and beat a liD,8ty retreat to 
the spot where she had been tethered. 
"When a minute -later Colley rush'ed 
into the tent, she looked as inoek and 
innocent as though nothing had occur- 
red. .This'is Empress' third victim dur^ 
in'g the present season, j^bout three 
months ago Jo^ha:; Landopj<. -who .:^ha8i 
been connected with' '0*B'rien*s circus 
for twelve years, was fixing the trap- 
pings'on a big saddle worn by the Em- 
press in street parades. The elephant 
was chained a short distance from hiin. 
She dislikes street parades, and watch- 



es the jire-parations with a wicked gleara 
in her eye. While the old man's back 
was turned she suddeidy clasped him 
around the waist with her trunk, : and 
lifting him high in the air, threw his 
body against the heavy wooden saddle. 
Liefore he could Scramble out of reach 
.she grabbed him again and iuuied hiiu 
against the s.u.ldle. The old man was 
seriously injured and one side was 
partially paralyzed for life. Earlier in 
the season another employi was hlight- 
ly injured bv getting within reach of 
the elephant's trunk. Several years ago 
a female performer wa;s thrown across 
the tent by the brute, and during the 
past twenty years she has injured or 
maimed a dozen or more persons. Soon 
after she came under the control of 
her present trainer she took him un 
awares one day, and forcing liiiii 
against a ca^e, thrust htu- tusk into his 
body, fi'i-.cturiiig threi^ ribs. She is 
now thoroughly under control, an<l per- 
forms some remarkable tricks with him 
in the ring. No one else has any con- 
trol over her, and every one is warned 
to keep beyond her reach.

ToKONTo, Se[)l. 4. — The Ontario 
Government has passed an order au- 
thorizing the Provincial Board of 
Health to appoint inspectors with 
power to board all trains and steam- 
boats coming westward from iNlontreal 
and compel idl p i.iKcngi r.s to pi'Oiluce 
certificates of vaccination or be vaccin- 
ated on the spot. The importation of 
rags and second-hand clothing from 
Montreal is prohibited. Local Doards 
of Health are empowered to proceed 
with compulsory vaccination whore 
cases of sinali]/0.v are reported. 

Wi.VNiPEti, Sept. i. — William Shel- 
ford, an eminent English engineer, and 
his associate, Robert J. Money, arrived 
here yesterday aud went on to Lake 
Winni|)eg to look into the feasibility 
of the Hudson l!ay railway. It is un- 
derstood that Money will go over the 
line to Huilson J^ay. 

Toronto, Sept; -1. — Jas. lirown & 
Son, dry gooils, Oeoi-gc .'-treet, have as- 
sigried. Liabilities titteeii thousand dol- 
lars; assets not yet known. 

A svrit was served on the city cor- 
poration to-dav at the in.viance of E. A, 
Mac Donald, claiming one huudn-d 
thon.-;aiid dollars damages for (.h'preci- 
ation of property owing to the pro.x- 
iiuity of the smallpox hospital. 

It is reported that the Government 
have abandoned the building of the 
new Parliament buildings on accent of 
the appro))riations being insullicient. 

MONTRKAL, Sei)t. 2. — The St. 

George's Society has employed eminent 
counsel here to sue the police authori- 
ties of Toronto and Montreal for dam- 
ages sustained by to young Englisbraen 
named Gray and Eeeton, who were 
falsely arrested on the train here on 
the streiigdi of a telegram from the 
police of the former city. The youths, 
for the youngest is only eleven years 
old, were handcuiFeu, taken to the Oon- 
tral station, and put in a cell all night, 
and di.scharged next morning without 
any charge being laid against them, 
whilst the jiolice retained a dollar and 
a half of their nion"y to pay for the 
cab that took" th.-ni to tin; station and 
for some food supplied in the coll. 
They were proceeding to England, in 
the case of the elder one to see his 
mother, and both lo.st tlifdr passages bv 
the detentic.i. 

Ottawa, Sept., 1.— Dr. A. C. R. 
Selwyn, Director of the (Icological Sur- 
vey, met with an accident near Port 
Arthur a few days ago from which 
serious results are feared.

Tlic Dreaded Tarautuiii. 

The following story is frorn a Sacra- 
mento journal: "A party of Sacr.inion- 
tana returned homo la?t evening from a 
trip to the mouotaina, bringing with them 
two deerskin.i, ono wildcat und a fow 
othur trophies, including two farantuhis 
—dead ones. Thoy had u littlo incident 
attendihjg the transpbrtitioH of these 
specimens which occasibned considerable 
alarm. It occurred in Cache creek ofiiion. 
as thoy were returning homo. The tar- 
i\ntuhi8, for lack of a butter raceptaclo, 
were inclosed in a cigar bo.x when ciiught, 
iibout ten diiya previous, and this box, 
carefully tied up, was deposited beneath 
the seat of the vehicle. 

While they were jolting through tho 
canon tho seat slipped, and tho two 
aien occupying it found thorii-selvca 
dropped 9uddonly into tho bottom of 
tho wagon, Ono of them struck tho 
ci^ar box, crushing it, and immodiatuly 
felt that aomothing had hurt hini. A 
Khiiice showed him that ho„wa8 restmg on 
tho tarantulas; and, with a yell of ' I'm 
atuiig! I'm aiuiif,'!' ho jumped from tho 
wagon, and dashing his hands behind him, 
as though desirous of lifting himself out 
of his boots, he bounced wildly along tho 
road, then turning made for tho wagon, 
shouting to his amazed and alarnu'd com- 
panions, 'Whisky! quick! I'm dying! 
Why don't you liurryT The otluu- tliree 
,1 men — there wore four in tho party- - 
I roachod aimultanoimsly for tho demijohn, 
I broke off tho cork in their haste tu pull it 
I out, and in thoir etforts to knock off the 
j nnck of the demijohn to save time broke 
! tho intiro conoorn and nearly all tho

80 remarkably well that it was evident 
that the poison had been forced to suc- 
cumb.

■ BATTERY "G." 

Tho article in the BritiaJi Columbian, to 
whtch pointed allusion hiia been niado in 
these coluinna, is doubtluaa intuiuled to 
be followed by other articles in tho same 
strain. It was tlia "opening ball uf tho 
Benadn. u.Tlie. object of the effort is 
to change the location of-tho Battery 
is aa plain ua tho noso on the face of one 
of tho conapiratora. A deairo exiats to 
boom Coal Harbor at tlio expense of every 
other town; and as every littlo ia aaid tr 
help it is expected that tho establishment 
o£ilhe '..Battery at the Inlet would be a 
luean^, ,to. attract a certain amcjinb of 
capital that otherwise would bo withheld 
or invested elaowhoro. As hna been al- 
ready shown, tho location of the Battery 
at Victoria was deteruiined upon in apilu 
of tho report of Col, llolraea, and it now 
remains for Hir A. Caron and Sir F. Mid- 
dleton to select the spot contiguous to 
Victoria and Esquimalt, and the work of 
construction will bo proceeded with. It 
ia a lamentable fact that no great public 
work has beer, pi-ojectod aiiywiiere in the 
province without our kiuor mainland con- 
temporary instantly demanding to have it 
located aomowhuro near his ownuthce. 
When tho colonies of Vancoiu-er Island 
and British Uolunibia wore made one 
atrenuouB O-Kortions woro made to hiivo 
tho capital of tho unitud provm.:- lixnd 
at tho Royal city. .AftiT oonfoderation 
the attempt was renewod. Later, I'oct 
Moody — then the supposed terminua of 
tho C. P. railway — was urged aa the pro- 
per location for tho imperial dockyard 
and False creek was put forward as pre- 
senting superior advantages for a dry- 
dock which made the construction of the 
dock at Esquimalt unneceasaiy, Tliuaa 
who have watched tho current of events 
know that these endeavors proved boot- 
less. Natural and strategical advantagea 
have triumphed and Victoria has con- 
tinued aa alio began, the politiciil and 
commercial capital of the British l*aci(ic. 
It will not do for tho people of this lovely 
and promising city to remain indili'ercut 
while efforts are being made to divert to 
other and unsuitable points the means 
of protecting all that ia worth protecting 
in the province. If Victoria and Esqui- 
malt were to fall into the hiiiids of a 
foreign foe the mainland would fall witli- 
oat having buen able to strike a blow. 
Sir A. Caron and Sir Hector Lan^'ovin 
have stated in tha house that "0" 
Battery waa intended for the ^Totection 
of Victoria, "and especially Esquimalt," 
for which purpose it was to co-oporate 
with the imperial naval forces. The 
threat of the Columbian to "watch" the 
proceedings was both saucy and imperti- 
nent. No doubt the distinguished visi- 
tors will c'-" thoir duty undeterred by the 
bluster of our contemporary find without 
regard for the feelinya and interests of 
local speculators in Coal Harbor lots. 



The niurriugu OiitEook. 

(Toronto Mall.) 
An almost unanimous indispoaition on 
the part of the men of tJeofgia to assume 
the mixed pleasurea and crying evils of 
wedded life has resulted in a tremeiidoua 
falling off in tho marriage returns. In 
order to promote matrimony, and to 
equalise the supply and demand for 
maidens, a state legislator proposes that 
an annual Que of $2 50 per head be levied 
from this out upon all baeholiirs. The 
theory is that a light excise duty collected 
after the manner of a dog tax will coerce 
tho men tnto marriage, and cause the un- 
married ladies now at a discount to be 
quoted at a premium. Another state 
trouble with an epidemic of unmarried 
young men and women pmposos to lead 
where Georgia drives. Instead of taxing 
the unmarried it oilers an inducement to 
wed in tho shape of a free trip to tho sea- 
side for the couples who will come to time 
while the state fair is in pr(j(;ros5. Tho 
promotion of matrimony is iiu now idea. 
In Ontario wo neither coerce nor bonua; 
but in order that there may be no great 
financial impediment to marriage we have 
within rscont year.s reduced the retail 
prioe of licenses to §2. This reduction, 
be it aaid* to his everlasting credit, was 
the work of Hon. Oliver Mi)W*t, and is 
justly regarded as one of that gentleman's 
ra08t|3tatesmanlike meaaurea. 

It ia to be regretted, tlujugh, that this 
great policy has not been ao succeasful aa 
its benevolent promoter hoped it would 
be. According to the last cenaua we had 
in the province 472,411 males, and 452,- 
383 females over the ago of twoiity-ouo. 
Of these 309,500 of each sort were mar- 
ried. This lei't ua 1152, 9LL bachulora and 
142,000 spinsters. But then there were 
- 22,188 widowora and 40,O7(i widows. Add- 
ing-,- these, for widowa and widowers fre- 
quently try again, tho marriageable po|m- 
lation in 1881 was 18&,09;) men and 191,- 
859 women. Since thiU year 109,301 
males and 112,503 females then under 
age have reached the ago of twenty-one. 
With these the marriageable pnpulatioa 
at the end of 1884 would be 294,450 
malea and 304,452 lomalea. But then 
there have been both marriages and 
deaths during tho period. If the deaths 
have been ten per cent, the marriageable 
population at the ond of 1^84 would bo — 
males, 265,000; femalen, 274,052. The 
niarriages have averaged 14,000 jn r an- 
num. Three, years of .narriagea at that 
rate would further reduce tho luunber of 
the eligible to 223,000 males and 202,052 
females. It waa with tliis stuck on hanri thai 
we commenced the year 1885. Our prov i n - 
oial p opulation is 1,900,000; the populatifin 
over twenty-one years of ago ia 9PO,000. 
Half of the eligible people are therefore 
unnuirried. One favorable feature of tho 
figures was, however, the circninatanco 
that the unmarried women exceed the un 
in&rriud men in number by only nine 
thousand. The notion has hitherto pre- 
vailed that ladies were at a very great 
discount in Ontario. But '.hia ia an erjor. 
They are almoat at par. 

The number of tho auoiar/ied, it will 
be observed, ia lar^^'o. It is too large, aa 
many of the unmirried hidiea will tMtify. 
Moreover, tha army of the single ia grow- 
ing, for tho fourteen thousand marriages 
which take place annually are more than 
counlorbalancod by the arrival during tho 
aame period of forty or fifty ih.ousand iier- 
sons hi ouo cligihio ago. It ia clear, then, 
that tho matrimonial mtirkei ;a not suf- 
ficiently active. This indicates that tho 
chea^ license policy, bBnuvolent though it 
was in^ik deBigh^,,ha^.a()t Jieen a success. 
Some other '"fncitement to marriage must 
therefore bo offered. Shall il be a bonus 
or a tax? Neither. Let parents culti- 
vate among the children a love for homo 
life and a high regard for virtuo.

— Tha Crown Prince 
Frederick Wdliaiu haa replied to n note 
from King Alfoiiao. ,Tlio Grown Prince 
assures Alfonzo of the friendly desire of 
Emperor William not 'to encroach on 
Spanish rights. The definite settlement 
pending, he says, can only be settled by a 
full agrooinent between the groat powers. 

Maduid, Sept. 11. — Tho agitation ovor 
tho Carolines allair to St. Sebastian and 
throughout the country is subsiding. 

It is stated the Spanish commander at 
.Manila tolegrapha that when it was found 
that the German flag had been hoisted at 
Vap the govornor of the Oarolines, Senor 
Babrilles, viaiiod Ihs commander of tho 
German gunboat Itlia and accused him of 
piracy and broach of international law. 
Tho Gorman commander replied that he 
simply obeyed orders. A hot argument 
ensued, * ending in a soullle, whoti tho 
German commander retired to his ship. 
The governor then boarded the Spanish 
man-of-war, San Quontin, and ruuueated 
the captain to fire on the Itlia. Tho 
captain refused, tho governor of the 
Philippines having ordered him to avoid 
conflict. Babrilles ordered tha crew to 
firo, whereupon tho captain drew a re- 
volver and throateiiod to shoot tho first 
man who obeyed or repealed tha order. 
Babrilles again ordered tho men to firo, 
when the captain shot liiin in the shoul- 
der. Babrilles waa afterwards taken aa a 
prisoner to Manila, where his trial is pro- 
ceeding. The government formally deny 
thore was an altercation on shorn, but are 
silent in regard to what occurred on the 
Itlia. The act'on of Premier Canovaa has 
alienated tho navy, thua adding to the 
danger of the situation. 

Madrid, Sept, 11. — Admiral Top. ti, 
under secretary of marine, has resiguod 
his office OQ account of tha friendly terms 
embodied in the Spanish reply to Ger- 
many respecting tho Carolinea affair. 

P-ilils, Sept, 11. — Lo iilatiii to-day pub- 
lishes a special telegram iMadrid via 
Troubles, stating that a military uprising 
haa taken place in that city. 

LoNDO.N, Sept. 11. — Advices from 
Madrid say that tho military uprising in 
lliat city is limited to one of the largest 
barracks. Tho aoldiera seized thoir arms 
and shouted: "Deaths to our chiofa." 
The authorities, who had feared an out- 
break, prepared for the rising, and vigor- 
ously auppreased it before it had time to 
assume formidable proportions, every pre- 
caution being taken to prevent a recur- 
rence. 

Beulix, Sept. 11. — It ia officially an- 
nounced thdt there haa been no personal 
correspondence between the Emperor 
William and King AlfonBO regarding the 
Carolinea affair. 

Pauih, Sept. 11. — Spanish news to-day 
ia of a leas peaceful character. .S. belli- 
cose nianifeatation has been placarded in 
many towns. Le Paris states it has re- 
ceived information from an authentic 
source that the German fleet has been 
ordered to be in readiness in case of 
emergency. 

BkklIiV, Sept. 11. — Count Benomar, 
Spanish ambassador at Berliii, has been 
notified that a cuurier has crossed tho 
frontier bearing a note of apology from 
the Spanish government for the affront 
to the Gorman embassy at Madrid. Mem- 
bers of tha Gormim foreign office u-ill bo 
aumrnonod for consultation immediately 
on arrival of the Spiinish note in tho city. 

London, Sept. ll.--It sooms'the object 
of Germany in anaesing the Carolines 
wits to obtain a port of call for ships 
bound to New Guinea, She also expects 
an increase of trade with the Pacific on 
completion of tho Panama canal.

C'liurcli ffleetluiiT Itaided by a 
ITIoiiiitain Gim^;— A Scene 
«f Terror. 

Ari.A.s'TA, (!a. , Aug. 20. — -A story of 
reckless iuul daring ruitiaiiiam, which 
equals in its doupurato details the exploits 
of the .l.iiiie.i brothers, reached this city 
to-day, 'I'he scene of the transaction ia 
Cane (Jreek, North Caroliiia, a remote 
settlement thirty miles from Shelby, the 
noareat railroad point.

lioss of Life aud Property. 

Cleveland, Ohio, Sept. 8. — A Leader 
special from Springfield says: "A terrible 
cyclone struck SVashingtoii C. H., a 
city of 4,000 inhabitants, twenty-five 
miles west of liero, at 8 o'clock thia even- 
ing, and almost totally swept it from tho 
earth. It came from the northwest, and 
broke upon the town suddenly, carrying 
everything before it. The tornado 
whirled up Court street, tho main busi- 
ness thoroughfare, and ruined almost 
every business block on it, at least forty 
or lifty in all. Hardly u private resi- 
dence in the town escaped, fully 400 
buildings going down. The Baptist, 
Presbyterian and Catholic churches all 
Huliored tho common fato. The Ohio 
Southi r i. Pan Handle, Nairow (Ju itje and 
Midland depota were blown to smither- 
eens and every building in the vicinity 
was carried away, making ingresa or 
egress almost impossible. 

"Tho panic stricken people were taken 
completely unawares, and fled from tum- 
bling buildings in every direction tlirough 
tho murky darknesa. Mad fron/.y seemed 
to aoizB them, and they liuirrieil hither 
and thither in their wild distraction, 
little knowing whither they were fleeing. 

"After the whirlwind, which lasted 
about ton ininutea, a heavy r.unfall sot 
in, which still continuoa unabated ut this 
writing. As soon as a few of the cooler 
heads recovered their aonses Bearchiiig 
parties wore organised and tho sad work 
of looking for the dead began. So far 
fifteen bodies have been rocovorod from 
the dobria and tho various ruined build- 
ings, and tho dreary work ia just begin- 
ning to get under way. I'roli.-ibly aa 
many more will be found befoie morning. 
The gliininor of lanti^rna pri, cured from 
farm houaea in tho vicinity of the few 
houses left standing is the only light they 
have to work by. Two or (hrce bcdies 
have been stumbled on in the middle of 
the atreet, where they were atrickeu down 
by dying bricka or limbers. tJellara of 
houses and every aorl of "ofuge were 
iillsMi with shivering people, huddling to- 
gether in a vain attempt to keep warm. 
One babo in arms had died from oiposure. 
Tho morning trains will carry plenty of 
provisions, but strange to say nobody haa 
yet thought of sending a special train to 
tho scene to-night." 

Wasuinuton Court House, O., Sept. 
9. — The cyclone which came upon thia 
town last evening at 5 o'clock almost com- 
pletely demolished it. Not a single store 
facing the centre square, out of forty, is 
left intact, and a majority of them are 
levelled. About 200 roaidences were de- 
stroyed, and the strouta aro so tilled with 
debris that it is altnoat impoaaiblo to puaa. 
Sheriff Rankin ordered out the militia, 
which took charge and helped to get 
order out of chaos. All tho gas went out 
when tho atorm came, and, as the works 
were destroyed, bonfires had to bo built 
in the streets to give light for tho search- 
ers. The total known to be doad is five 
and about fifty injured. One of the lat- 
ter of these was the manager of the Tele- 
phone Exchange, who waa hurled across 
tho atroot and had ono arm and one log 
and hia collar bone broken. Some houaea 
wore lifted bodily and carried several 
hundred foot and then dashed to the 
ground with terrific force. 

A relief committee ia at work, and all 
the houses not destroyed have been 
thrown open to tho homeless. Farmora 
aro coining in by dozena, bringing food 
and bedding. Every hotel, bank, church 
and business houae in. the town ia ruined. 
The utmost desolation prevails. People 
coming in report finding debris ten miles 
from town. The loss will exceed a million 
dollars. 

Cincinnati, Sept. 9. — Waahitigton 
Court Houao, the scone of the most dis- 
astrous visitation by the elements laat 
night, ia the county seat of Fayette 
county. It has had a most extraordinary 
business growth within the past fifteen 
years, and, being the centre of a rich agri- 
cultural district with excellent railway fa- 
cilities, it had grown to be a business 
place of considerable importance. Its 
residents had beautified the town with 
tasteful dwolliuga, and its recently com- 
pleted court-houae was one of the boat in 
tho state. To-day this proaperous place 
is a mass of ruina. Laat night's ex|)eri- 
once of its inhabitants has no parallel in 
tho oxperionco of any town in Ohio. A 
heavy rainfall began about 8 o'clock last 
night. That and the darknosa drove 
everybody into shelter, co that while 
there are some whoisay they saw funnel- 
shaped clouds, it does not seem poaaible 
that there could have been much observa- 
tion of the heavena. 

Shortly after the rain began the wind 
came with terrifying clouds. Its . work 
was almost instantaneous. The people 
aay it was over in two minutes, but no- 
body c( 'Id take note of time in auch a 
fearful experience. Tho fierce roaring of 
the terrible tornado, tho (U'ashing of bro- 
ken and falling buildings, the rharp fia.-thes 
of lightning, tho rolling thunder and pit- 
iless rain combined to produce a sensa- 
tion of a most horrifying oharaotor. 

Two minbtoa of this atartling e.xpo- 
rienonce was followed by a new feeling 
among the scattered and teriiliod surviv- 
ors, more aickening than that through 
which they had passed. It was the un- 
certainty of the fate of friends and rela- 
tives. All who es'^aped alive felt sure 
that many livoa were ceriainly lost. When 
tho fiorconesa of tho atorm had pa.ssed and 
nion could communicate with each other, 
it was found that all were in darkness. 
The gaa works were doatruyed, and all the 
atreet lighta were out. Only by the light- 
ning flashes were the frightened people 
enabled to catch glimpaos of the desola- 
tion which had wrecked their little city. 
Tho number of deaths waa niiraculoualy 
small. Bonfires were lighted and torches 
improvised, and wherever cries were heard 
ready aid waa given. Wiih cheerful wel 
come the doors of such houses as were 
not destroyed were opened fur the house- 
less ones driven into the rain. In ninny 
cases they were utterly bereft of all their 
household goods. The night waa a fear- 
ful one, but it was full of helping work. 
The sheriff called upon the militia to aet 
a guard over the exposed stocks of all 
buaineas houaea, wherever they were bro- 
ken open and destro;'ed. 

With daylight came a most diahrrrtop- 
ing spectacle. The fair town of yester- 
day lay wrecked in disordered heaps. Tho 
streets were well nigh impassable from 
the trees and parts of houses cast into 
them. Worst of all was the sight of the 
poor people who liad lost all ond who had 
no place to lay their heads. They wan- 
dered hopelessly about aa if thoy were 
strangers. Of course the people whose 
houaea wore not ruined began at once to 
care for their fellow sufferers; but farmers 
soon began to pour into town, drawn by 
curiosityt but at the same time bringing 
with theni aiibatantial aid for the desti-

DELAYED DISPATCIIES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
New York, Sept. 9. — Tho fruits of tho 
Pennsylvania laws regarding divorce ap- 
pear in a now form. The suicide of an 
eleven year old boy, Oscar Parry, last 
Sunday, involves a sad story of domestic 
unhappinosa. Oscar was ono of throe 
children of Wm. H. Parry, for many 
years holding a responsible and lucrativa 
position in tlie Connecticut Life Inauranco 
company. Hia homo was for a while an 
exceptionally pleasant one, but diller- 
euces arose, and Parry commenced di- 
vorce proceedings, alleging cruelty, but 
the suit was never pressed. Mrs. Parry's 
friends claim there wore no facts to sup- 
port tho allegations. Mrs. Parry had her 
husband arrested for neglecting his fami- 
ly. Ho consented to pay a sum monthly, 
and judgment waa suspended. Laat fall 
Parry came to Philadelphia, bringing tho 
children with him. The little ones left 
their mother ono morning to go to school, 
and ahe has not aeen them since. The ef- 
fect of this forced remov:U from what had 
been the bright and cheerful homo in 
which for years thoy had shared the affec- 
tions of their parents moat ?idi2.;:iig 
in Oscar's case. Ho became silent, mol- 
auchnly, and grieved much in secret. 
Those who know the family do not heai- 
tato to aay tliey believe his death was a 
caae of suicide, duo to tho morbid ellects 
produced by domestic unhappinoas. 

Atla.nta, Ga., Sept. 9.-- Ida Maxwell 
to-day eloped with John R. Sholtoii. 
Her father and brother found thom at his 
mother's houso and assaulted him. fchel- 
ton struck young MaxwoU with a hammer, 
and tho father and Shelton then exchang- 
ed shots, each falling, severely if not mor- 
tally wounded.

BTan Targets for Cnltod Statoa Soldlor.4. 

IBoston B'idsi't.j 

A new industry has boon .started nt the 
Eock Island annoiy and arsenal. It is 
tho manufaetnro of man t.argets for use 
in the rei'ular army. These targets are 
made of steel and as near the form of au 
average- sized man as can bo outlined with 
steel. They are mude in three positions 
— upright, at a front, then in the ijosilion 
of liriiig with arms raised as if holding a 
musket, t o!. ria,i,')er himself invented 
tlie macbino that works tho sicol to tho 
proper shape. The steel frame is covered 
witii cloth in such a manner that at a dis- 
tance tho resemblance of a man is marked; 
and, what is important, it can bo told in 
lust what part the "man" is hit— arm, 
leg, breast, stomach, neck, shoulder or 
head. Four hundred of these steel tar- 
gets are bbing made, requiring the use of 
lOtJ.OUO pounds of steel. 

In the target practice tliey will bo 
placed in sttuads, in platoons, in com- 
panies; and-tue various- -other forms in 
which soldier mo.e in tho opening of au 
engagement The practice will commence 
at a range of 250 to 300 yards, and t'uen 
he gradually increased to long distances. 
.The targets will be .sent to nii'^litary posts 
at which such practice can bo best carried 
on. The only drawliack to the ellective- 
ness of this practice is in tho fact that the 
steel-man targets can not Are back; if 
they could, the soldiers who are firing at 
them might not be so expert
